Introduction to the (jospel of Mathew 

(Continued...) Matthew's gospel addresses these issues in an anecdotal literary 
form. Matthew presents Jesus by having him do "Moses-like" things. Like 
Moses, he comes into Israel from Egypt to lead the people out of slavery. Like 
Moses, he goes up on a mount to give the people new rules of behavior (the 
Beatitudes). He is the Son of God who, like Moses, had miraculous powers (for 
Jesus, especially, to heal, cure, and forgive), and who brought hope to many 
people. Unlike Moses, he is also the Messiah who would be tortured and killed 
but who would rise from the dead and whose Spirit would continue to live in 
those who follow him. This Jewish Scribe gospel writer backs up what he says 
about Jesus by frequently quoting passages from the Hebrew Scriptures, pas¬ 
sages that foretold the different things that would happen to the Messiah-things 
that did not always fit the image of the messiah that the people had. 

This Synoptic Gospel is structured in such a way that the central theme, the main 
point around which the gospel revolves, is that the kingdom of God (chapter 13 
on"... the kingdom of God is like ...") is among us when we live the spirit of the 
Beatitudes (chapter 5) and not the way of the Pharisees (chapter 23). Scripture 
scholar Jack Dean Kingsbury, in his book Matthew as Story (Augsburg Fortress, 
1998), identifies three phases in the Gospel of Matthew, each one identified by 
the phrase, "From that time on, Jesus began to preach ... " This phrase alerts the 
reader to a change in phase: the beginning from 1:1 to 4:16; the middle phase (the 
kingdom phase), 4:17 to 16:20; and the end phase, 16:21 to 28:20. 

Matthew's gospel begins with a statement from Isaiah: "Emmanuel ... God is 
with us" (1:23). The gospel ends with a similar statement of God's continuing 
presence-after the resurrection the gospel writer brackets the entire story when 
he records Jesus' final words: "I am with you always, to the close of the age" 
(28:20b). Matthew's gospel invites us to hear and believe the word of God, 
beginning with the apostles and continuing down to us and to the end of time. 
We are to open ourselves to God's continuing presence - "Emmanuel ... God is 
with us ... always, to the close of the age." Jesus' "great commission" (28:19-20a) 
makes clear that we who hear and believe are invited to go out and share this 
marvelous Good News with "all nations."

Terra Sancta Renovations, Rapid City 



Renovations are proceeding for the 
Spiritual Life Center and Catholic 
Elementary School. In addition to the 
$10 million projected costs for this 
project, some additional requirements 
have increased the construction costs. 


Additional costs: 

• Replacement of the roof due to age and damage, This 
repair will include new insulation, providing energy 
savings. 

• Window openings will be reduced by 50% for 
improved energy efficiency. This will require 
additional exterior insulation (EIFS), also known as 
synthetic stucco. 

• Essential upgrading of the kitchen to ensure the 
proper operation of the school and retreat center. 

• The Conditional Use Permit from the city required 
additional civil engineering designs for drainage, 
street access, utilities, and the construction of turn 
lanes at the intersection of Sturgis Road and St. 
Martin Drive.

Financial Planning 

Finance committees of the school and diocese are putting plans in place to find 
sources of funds to meet additional costs and cover operations. The school and 
the diocese are working together to pursue grants.
